Urge Use Of 
Straw To 
Fertilize Soil 


SASKATOON, Sask.—Fifty million 
tons of straw, huge by-product of | 
Canada’s agriculture, is produced an- 
nually but most of it is either aban- 
doned or burned, 

That’s an estimate contained in a 
recent Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce booklet published by its} 
chemurgic committee. Authors G, A. 
Ledingham, J. B. Marshall and J. E. 
Btone of the national research labor- 
atories at Saskatoon and E. S. Archi- 
bald of the Dominion department of 
agriculture advocate returning that 
straw production to the soil, 


They also urge greater research, 
both in industrial and agricultural 
use of straw. 


Dr. Archibald said recent tests in 
western Canada show crop residue 
Including straw from a yield of 10 
bushels an acre would return about 
800 pounds of organic matter an 
acre to the soil. Fertility is increas- 
ed and erosion lessened. 

Laboratory technicians, the book- 
let says, are studying various indus- 
trial uses of straw such as corrugat- 
ing material, containers, structural 
boards and fuel briquettes. 

It was noted that “cereal straws” 
would give a sheet of white writing | 
paper almost indistinguishable from 
high-quality wood pulp bond, al- 
though such production is not an im- 
mediate research objective.

No Change In 
Farm Price Index 


OTTAWA. — The Canadian farm 
price index held unchanged in» No- 
vember, the dominion bureau of sta- 
tistics reported. 

The monthly index stayed at 239.8, 
lowest figure since December, 1947, 
when it was 226.7. The index for 
November, 1949, was 247.8. 

The index is based on a figure of 
100 for the average 1935-39 prices. 

In November, prices for grain, 
livestock and pétatoes declined, but 
there were offsetting advances in 
dairy products, poultry and eggs.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF IN KOREA? |Ped.China Army Heads 
IF SO, UN FORCE MAY STAY FOR YEARS

Since the Chinese Reds streamed 
across the Yalu river into Korea and 
United Nations forces began falling 
back, military strategists and his- 
torlans have been considering how 
long a stalemate might last in Korea 
and noticing that an amazing in- 
stance of history repeating itself has 
been unfolding, 

For some months it has become 
increasingly apparent that the mys- 
ticism of the Orient, with its focus 
always on the events of the far-dis- 
tant past as though they had hap- 
pened only yesterday, might be an 
important factor inthe psychologi- 
cal warfare of the Korean campaign, 

This is reported to have been be- 
hind the strategy employed by Presi- 
dent Truman and Secetary of State 
Dean Acheson when, as U.N. forces 
approached the. Yalu river, they is- 
sued repeated statements seeking to 
assure the Chinese Reds that they 
had nothing whatever to fear in the 
way of an invasion of China,

every shred of historical background 
for hints as to what the future may

hold in store, had warned that Korea 
is in the Chinese mind the historical 
“invasion route” of the Japanese in 
their efforts to conquer China over 
the centuries, 

They reached all the way back to 
1592 for their historical parallels, 
and hoped — wrongly — that China 
would not react as she did then, 
However, events as they have devel- 
oped since the last U.N. offensive 
became a retreat have provided one 
of the most striking examples of 
history doing a double take. 
parallel continues, what lies ahead? 

Reading just like today’s headlines, 
the Chinese in 1572 plunged across 
the Yalu river to throw back a great 
army that had Korea within its 
grasp. Hideyoshi, Japan’s peasant- 
turned-emperor, had invaded Korea 
with an army of more than 300,000. 

That was one of the world’s most 
remarkable, for Korea never has 
been backward when it came to stag- 
ing an armed conflict. 

In that war only a century after 
Columbus discovered the new world, 
the Koreans invented the first iron- 
clad war vessels, 

It was Korea’s answer to Japan's 
frightful “new weapon” of the day, 
the first large-scale use of the match- 
lock gun, The Koreans had to fire 
by hand, and took a terrible beating 
until their Admiral Yisunsin thought

of elaborating on a device used by 
Korean seamen in warding off at- 
tacks by Oriental pirates, 

They interlocked shields over their 
boats and let the spears bounce off 
them, Yisunsin built a whole fleet of 
ships with overlapping armor plate 
on the sides and top, and called it 
the Tortoise Fleet, because the boats 
looked like turtles except for the 
whimsical decoration of a 's 
head on the prows, which belched 
real fire and flame, 

This fleet cut off Hideyoshi’s rein- 
forcements to his Japanese army, 
and the Chinese took advantage of 
the situation to send 5,000 troops 
across the Yalu to help throw them 
out of Korea. A Japanese end-the- 


war offensive promptly routed them, |° 


but the Peking Chinese then, as now, 
ordered hordes of their soldiers to 
pour into Korea, 

The Japanese forces, even as their 
more-principled counterparts fi 
the U.N. flag of centuries later were 
to do, began falling back over a trail 
that is studded with names now fa- 
miliar, Pyongyang was the first 
major city to be given up by the 
Japanese, at about the same time of 
year as now. By May, 1592, it was

In the next few months the Japan- 
ese fell back all the way to a beach- 
head around Pusan and Chinju, 
where they set up a string of forts 
and maintained a fluid enough situa- 
tion to harrass the now-extended 
Chinese supply lines, There they held 
out for five years, and could have 
stuck indefinitely. g 

Many major battles were fought 
after the Japanese retreat into the 
pocket of Korea. One of these~ was 
so successful and bloody that the 
Japanese cut the ears from 388,000 
Chinese who fell in battle, and ship- 
ped them back to Kyoto where the 
Mimzuka or Ear Mound stands today 
as a grim reminder, 

Numerous peace negotiations were 
attempted, but while the Chinese 
talked of peace, they refused all 
terms. A stumbling block which ex- 
fisted then but is absent now, was 
that the Koreans were on the side 
of the Chinese and were just*as stub- 
born, 

Japan finally abandoned the ven- 
ture, and withdrew during an armis- 
tic® which the Chinese violated by 
attacking them as they boarded ship.

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Principles ot Weed Control 

The remarkable advance in weed 
warfare that has accompanied the 
introduction, wide farmer accept- 
ance, and effective use of 2,4-D has 
not changed the basic principles of 
weed control. The successful control 
of a weed still requires a knowledge 
of its habits, its growth require- 


‘ucts, ama more particularly of 
how it reproduces and spreads. 
Weed species fall into two main 
groups—annuals and perennials. 
Annuals—Annual weeds, such as 
Wild Mustard and Stinkweed, live 
but one year, produce a crop of 
seed, and then die. Annuals repro- 
(luce by seeds only. Obviously, all 
methods of controlling annuals have 
one principal purpose—the preven- 
tion of seeding.. This may be 
attained in many different ways— 
mowing, burning, cultivating, or 
through the use of chemicals. The 
easiest way to dispose of annual 
weeds is to kill them in their early 
growth stages, 2,4-D is a most 
efficient tool for this purpose. 
Perennials — The most difficult 
weeds to control are perennials. 
They live for three or more years 
and spread not only by seed but 
also by underground roots or stems 
(rootstocks). Consequently, the 
successful control of perennials by 


2,4-D, or other herbicides, requires 
deep penetration »{ chemicals into 
the root systems, a requirement 
which makes them more difficult to 
kill with chemicals than annuals. 

In combating perennial weeds 
three problems are involved: (1) To 
prevent seed formation. (2) To 
kill all seedlings developing from 
seed already present in the soil. 
(3) To eradicate existing stands of 
old established plants. Thus the 
successful control of most perennial 
weeds requires a combination of 
special tillage and cropping methods, 
supplemented by the use of clean 
pa and the timely use of 2,4-D, 
or other weed-killing chemicals. 
@iIn these difficult times Western 
Canada must keep its agricultural 
production program in high gear.
